KPFA  Holiday  Crafts  Fair 


New  Location:  HINK'S! 
Allston  Way  &  Shattuck,  Berkeley 


Less  than  one  month  before  it  was  slated  to  open,  the  Fifteenth  Annual  KPFA 
Holiday  Crafts  Fair  was  without  a  home.  The  fire  in  the  basement  of  the  U.C.  Student 
Union  forced  the  indefinite  closure  of  the  entire  building  for  repairs.  Momentary  panic 
was  followed  by  relentless  efforts  to  find  a  new  location  for  the  Fair.  After  heavy 
searching  (someone  looked  out  our  front  window),  it  seems  like  we  found  a  place. 

HINKS!  As  of  presstime,  details  still  needed  to  be  finalized,  but  it  appears  that  Hinks, 
the  vacant  department  store  on  Shattuck  Avenue  and  Allston  Way  in  downtown 
Berkeley  will  house  the  KPFA  Crafts  Fair,  Northern  California's  finest  event  of  its 
kind.  As  usual  there  will  be  free  entertainment,  free  childcare,  refreshments  catered  by 
The  Swallow,  and  of  course,  a  superb  collection  of  crafts. 

Hand-stitched  and  dyed  kimonos,  puppets  and  toys,  raku  vases,  jewelry,  silk  scarves 
and  wooden  sculptures  are  only  a  few  of  the  items  available.  A  jury  of  professional 
craftspeople  selected  the  best  250  applicants  in  categories  ranging  from  ceramics  to 
photographies.  This  year,  the  entertainment  will  be  as  varied  as  the  crafts  —  see  the 
schedule  below  for  details. 

The  KPFA  Crafts  Fair  runs  for  two  weekends,  December  1 4-1 5  and  21  -22  from  1 0  am 
until  6  pm.  General  admission  $3;  $2  for  seniors  &  the  disabled;  free  to  children  under 
12.  Please  shop  mornings  for  best  selection.  HINKS  is  incredibly  accessible.  It  is  on 
Shattuck  Avenue  and  Allston  Way,  one  block  from  the  downtown  Berkeley  BART 
stop.  There  is  convenient  public  and  private  parking  just  a  few  steps  away  and  it  is 
only  a  brisk  walk  away  from  our  old  location  on  the  UC  Berkeley  campus.  In  addition, 
AC  Transit  buses  run  right  past  the  store  on  Shattuck.  See  you  there!

Report 
to  the 
Listener 


All  of  us  here  at  KPFA  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  of 
our  subscribers  for  your  generous  support  during  this  past  year.  Our  Listener  support 
(subscriptions,  pledge  payments  from  marathons,  renewals,  bill  of  the  month  payments 
and  direct  mail  contributions)  was   at  an  all-time  high,  and  every  record  in  the  station's 
history  was  broken.  Among  them  are: 

Folio  Subscriptions:  We  end  1985  with  over  16,000  Folio  subscribers.  Because  the  list 
of  subscribers  in  our  new  computer  system  is  clean,  the  actual  gain  this  year  exceeded 
10%!  Both  the  total  number  of  subscribers  and  the  amount  of  increase  are  records. 

Listener  Support  Revenue:  Here,  all  records  were  broken  in  1985.  We  raised  $647,000 
from  subscribers  and  the  number  of  contributors  and  average  amount  of  contribution 
were  also  records. 

Total  1984/85  Budget  Revenues:  The  final  financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1985  has  just  been  received.  The  total  revenues  (subscriptions,  grants, 
community  events,  etc.)  came  to  $1,044,000.  This  is  over  $100,000  more  than  our 
previous  "best  year." 

To  make  matters  even  more  encouraging,  the  new  fiscal  year  in  October  started 
with  the  best  marathon  ever.  We  received  pledges  totalling  $147,000  in  21  days  of 
fund-raising,  with  an  average  of  $7,000  a  day  (another  record!).  Further  still,  our  rate 
of  return  on  marathon  pledges  (the  percent  of  those  honoring  their  phone  calls)  came 
in  at  the  highest  rate  in  our  history.  Excluding  payments  of  Bill  of  the  Month  pledges, 
our  collection  rate  is  now  between  75%  and  80%  (yet  another  record). 

Now  that  you  have  helped  us  at  KPFA  in  so  many  record-breaking  ways,  we  are 
planning  to  show  our  appreciation  in  a  very  significant  way:  We  are  planning  a  major 
change  in  our  marathons.  Our  programming  and  subscription  department  heads,  with 
my  unrelenting  pressure,  have  been  trying  to  reach  new  daily  highs  in  marathons  in  or- 
der to  reduce  the  number  of  marathon  days.  Many  public  stations,  particularly  those 
with  classical  music  formats,  raise  as  much  as  KPFA  but  in  half  or  even  a  third  of  the 
time.  And  that  is  our  aim  for  1986. .  .to  cut  our  marathon  time  in  half. 

Here's  how  we  hope  to  do  it: 

1.  We  must  first  re-emphasize  the  need  for  all  our  subscribers  to  renew  annually.  There 
would  be  little  need  for  any  on-air  marathons  if  our  16,000  supporters  renewed  each 
year.  Because  half  fail  to  renew,  we  need,  each  year,  to  raise  $300400,000  in  new 
pledges  in  order  to  stay  even.  All  of  our  renewal  and  direct-mail  appeals  next  year  will 
be  aimed  at  renewals  as  a  first  priority. 

2.  We  intend  to  plan  marathons  entirely  differently.  Our  department  heads  are  current- 
ly in  the  process  of  analyzing  marathons  with  a  view  to  cut  them  to  8-10  days  each. 
That  way,  we  could  plan  20-30  days  of  special  programming  a  year.  The  programming 
will  be  better  prepared,  and  the  marathons  would  be  invigorating  (rather  than 
fatiguing),  and  the  revenues  of  the  station  (with  a  higher  daily  goal)  would  be  unaffect- 
ed. We  are  discussing  whether  we  should  begin  to  take  the  risk  with  a  shorter  marathon 
this  coming  February.  Please  let  me  know  what  you  think. 

A  crisis  at  KPFA  is  almost  a  daily  occurrence,  but  the  latest  is  a  real  shocker.  In 
mid-November,  there  was  a  fire  in  the  student  union  building  on  the  UC  Berkeley  cam- 
pus. At  first  we  were  told  the  fire  was  only  in  the  store  on  the  lower  level  of  the  build- 
ing. But  on  November  19th,  less  than  a  month  before  the  KPFA  Crafts  Fair,  we  were 
told  the  entire  building,  including  Pauley  Ballroom,  which  houses  the  Fair,  would  be 
closed  for  at  least  a  month.  PANIC! ! 

Luckily,  it  only  took  us  three  days  to  find  another  location.  HINKS!  The  big  de- 
partment store  in  downtown  Berkeley  has  been  vacant  for  close  to  six  months  and  is 
perfect  for  the  Fair.  At  this  writing,  we  don't  know  whether  we  will  be  on  the  main 
floor  facing  Shattuck  or  the  two  floors  in  the  annex  facing  Allston  Way.  Either  way, 
it's  a  fabulous  location.  The  Berkeley  BART  station  is  one  block  away ;  parking  lots 
surround  the  building.  .  .Best  of  all,  even  the  two  floors  in  the  annex  have  more  space 
than  we  rented  from  ASUC.  KPFA  is  deeply  indebted  to  the  owners  of  the  building, 
particularly  Eli  Cukierman,  who  made  it  available  to  us  on  very  short  notice,  and  at  a 
rate  that  is  downright  charitable.  We  appreciate  his  support  and  the  support  of  the  en- 
tire staff  of  the  Shattuck  Hotel,  who  have  been  assisting  us  in  the  relocation.

I  am  a  long  time  subscriber  to  KPFA  and  a 
past  advertiser  in  the  KPFA  Folio  as  a  previ- 
ous owner  of  The  Blue  Heron  Inn  in  Duncans 
Mills.  I'm  writing  to  request  a  greater  empha- 
sis on  programming  on  the  culture  and  poli- 
tics of  the  Caribbean  to  offset  the  virtual 
dearth  of  information  supplied  by  the  media 
on  this  region.  As  you  know,  our  government, 
who  felt  free  enough  to  launch  an  unwarrant- 
ed invasion  as  far  south  as  Grenada,  imagines 
itself  more  than  justified  in  silencing  any  dis- 
content in  Puerto  Rico,  so  much  closer  to 
home.  Grenada  has  practically  been  forgotten 
by  the  press,  since  the  invasion  headlines  fad- 
ed into  memory,  and  who  now  recalls  Man- 
ley's  predictions  of  strife  and  turmoil  in  Ja- 
maica as  Seaga  again  devalues  the  dollar  and 
island-wide  shortages  create  even  greater  hard- 
ships for  the  people?  The  American  press  re- 
mains mute  about  this  area  of  the  world  until 
there  are  gas  riots  in  Jamaica  or  terrorist  acts 
by  Puerto  Rican  independistas. 

There  is  a  large  community  of  West  Indians  in 
the  Bay  Area  who  I'm  sure  would,  along  with 
myself,  like  to  hear  more  about  the  culture  of 
the  Caribbean.  Specifically,  I  would  be  ecsta- 
tic to  see  David  McBurnie's  show,  The  Spirit 
of  Carnival  extended  an  extra  hour  until  mid- 
night on  Sundays.  McBurnie  obviously  puts  a 
lot  of  forethought  into  his  program.  The  show 
is  interesting  and  informative,  and  so  full  of 
life  that  the  Hearts  of  Space  show  at  1 1  pm  is 
a  boring  non-sequitur.  I  am  not  the  only  per- 
son to  have  expressed  this  sentiment,  but  per- 
haps the  only  one  who  has  taken  the  time  to 
write  you  a  letter  concerning  it.  And  while 
I'm  on  the  bandwagon,  can't  we  please,  at 
least  once  a  month,  have  a  reggae  show  for 
women  (I  nominate  Sister  Portia)  so  that  we 
can  be  exposed  to  the  more  uplifting  aspects 
of  what  can  be  an  incredibly  positive  form  of 
music. 

And,  lastly,  thanks  for  hanging  in  there.  I 
know  myself  how  difficult  it  is  to  do  anything 
in  an  alternative  manner.  You  should  know 
that  you  are  well  appreciated  for  your  efforts 
and  effects.  We're  listening  out  here.

Legal  Briefs: 


Fact  vs. 
Fiction

In  February,  1981,  two  Fifteen  year  old 
girls  in  southeastern  Ohio  borrowed  a  friend's 
car  and  stayed  away  from  home  overnight. 
The  next  day,  tired  and  repentent,  they  re- 
turned to  their  parents.  The  Lawrence  County 
juvenile  court  judge,  however,  was  determined 
to  teach  them  a  lesson:  he  ordered  them  held 
in  the  county  jail  for  five  days.  The  jail  was 
filthy  and  depressing,  and  on  the  fourth  night, 
one  of  the  girls,  Deborah,  was  sexually  as- 
saulted by  a  deputy  jailer. 

I  came  to  know  Deborah,  her  father  John, 
and  their  community  quite  well.  John  looked 
for  a  lawyer  in  Ironton,  the  county  seat,  to 
sue  the  judge  for  ordering  the  girls  held  in  the 
jail.  No  private  attorney  would  file  the  suit: 
the  judge  was  a  powerful  and  authoritarian 
figure  in  the  county,  and  no  one  was  anxious 
to  cross  him.  In  desperation,  John  went  to  the 
local  Legal  Aid  office,  which  contacted  my 
ofFice,  The  Youth  Law  Center.  We  brought  a 
lawsuit  against  the  county,  the  county  com- 
missioners and  the  sheriff,  as  well  as  the  juve- 
nile court  judge.  Within  a  year,  we  had  ob- 
tained a  damage  award  for  Deborah,  and  a 
federal  court  order  prohibiting  county  officals 
from  ever  again  holding  children  in  the  jail. 

The  dramatic  case  received  publicity  in 
California,  where  a  Los  Angeles  Times  report- 
er wrote  a  front-page  article  about  Deborah, 
the  judge,  and  the  jail.  Several  television  pro- 
ducers became  interested  in  the  story,  and 
eventually  NBC  made  it  into  a  television 
"docudrama,"  It  was  called  Crime  of  Inno- 
cence, and  was  broadcast  this  past  October 
27th.  Because  of  my  involvement  in  the  case, 
I  was  the  technical  consultant  for  the  movie. 

Everyone  agreed  that  Deborah's  ordeal 
had  all  the  elements  of  a  television  hit:  a  sym- 
pathetic young  girl  who  makes  a  single  error 
of  judgement;  an  autocratic  judge  who  mis- 
treats her  and  orders  her  held  behind  bars; 
and  even  a  young  lawyer  who  helps  her  tri- 
umph over  her  tormentor.  The  names  of 
Deborah  and  her  parents  were  changed  to  pro- 
tect their  privacy,  but  the  script  was  to  re- 
main as  close  to  actual  events  as  possible,  and 
the  title  would  bear  the  notation,  "Based  on  a 
true  story." 

Early  on,  however,  executives  from  both 
the  NBC  network  and  the  production  com- 
pany began  to  call  for  changes  in  the  script, 
making  it  less  like  the  real  thing.  Important 
events  were  deleted  from  the  script,  scenes 
that  never  occurred  were  added.  References 
to  people  and  places  which  would  tie  the  mo- 
vie directly  to  Deborah's  circumstances  were 
eliminated,  and  "Based  on  a  true  story"  be- 
came "Inspired  by  actual  events." 

Since  the  power  of  the  story  lay  in  its 
realism,  I  was  confused.  When  I  asked  what 
was  going  on,  I  was  told  that  the  executives 
in  charge  were  concerned  about  the  possibili- 
ty of  a  lawsuit  by  the  judge  over  the  less-than- 
flattering  portrayal  of  him  in  the  movie.  By 


"Fictionalizing"  specific  events  and  details  in 
the  movie,  they  hoped  to  minimize  the  likely- 
hood  of  litigation.  I  was  admonished  to  ,vre- 
member  the  Mitchell  case." 

In  the  late  1970's,  Gwen  Davis  Mitchell 
wrote  a  novel  called  Touching  that  depicted 
"nude  marathon"  encounter  sessions  led  by 
"Dr.  Simon  Herford."  Mitchell  had,  in  fact, 
attended  a  "nude  marathon"  group  therapy 
session  conducted  by  Paul  Bindrim,  Ph.D. 
Bindrim  sued  Mitchell  and  her  publisher  on 
the  ground  that  he  could  be  identified  as  the 
Fictional  "Dr.  Herford,"  and  that  her  novel  in- 
jured his  professional  reputation.  Although 
there  were  differences  in  name,  physical  ap- 
pearance, age,  personality  and  profession  be- 
tween Bindrim  and  "Dr.  Herford,"  a  jury 
awarded  Bindrim  $75,000  in  damaged.  The 
decision  was  affirmed  by  the  California  Court 
of  Appeal  and  both  the  California  Supreme 
Court  and  U.S.  Supreme  Court  refused  to  re- 
view the  case. 

Bindrim  v.  Mitchell  sent  Shockwaves 
through  the  publishing  and  entertainment  in- 
dustries. It  had  previous  been  thought  that 
writers  need  not  worry  about  libel  suits  result- 
ing from  works  of  fiction.  Now  they  were  vul- 
nerable to  substantial  damage  actions  if  their 
stories  contained  characters  similar  to  living 
individuals.  In  an  unsuccessful  brief  to  the 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  in  support  of  Mitchell's 
appeal,  the  Writers  Guild  of  America  noted 
that  movies  such  as  Citizen  Kane  could  not 
have  been  made  under  the  Bindrim  precedent, 
since  producers  would  be  too  fearful  of  libel 
suits  from  people  like  William  Randolph 
Hearst. 

The  producers  of  Crime  of  Innocence  were 
thus  caught  in  a  difficult  dilemma.  If  they 
made  the  Film  completely  realistic,  they 
would  be  admitting  that  it  was,  in  part,  about 
the  juvenile  court  judge,  and  would  run  the 
risk  of  a  lawsuit.  To  the  extent  they  fictional- 
ized the  story,  however,  they  did  not  immun- 
ize themselves  from  litigation,  but  in  some 
ways  made  the  situation  worse,  since  every 
new  and  'Tictional"  act  or  personal  quality  of 
the  judge  in  the  movie  could  be  cited  by  the 
real  judge  as  a  further  falsehood  about  him, 
and  therefore  a  further  defamation. 

This  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern  for  all 
who  value  freedom  of  speech  and  press.  Indi- 
vidual writers,  producers,  and  networks  will 
resolve  this  conflict  on  a  project-by-project 
basis,  depending  on  their  own  calculus  of  ar- 
tistic integrity,  potential  audience,  fear  of 
litigation,  and  fear  of  lost  profits.  The  chilling 
effect  of  Bindrim  v.  Mitchell  is  obvious,  how- 
ever, and  the  real  tragedy  is  that  we  cannot 
know  how  many  novels  have  not  been  pub- 
lished and  how  many  movies  have  not  been 
made  because  of  it.

12  th  Century  Prophetess 


ABBESS,  charismatic  prophet- 
ess, miracle  healer,  poet, 
composer,  natural  scientist, 
moral  theologist,  scolding 
church  critic:  the  accomp- 
lishments of  Hildegard  von  Bingen  aie  extra- 
ordinary even  for  a  woman  in  the  20th  cen- 
tury. For  a  woman  who  lived  from  1098  to 
1 197  A.D.,  they  are  all  the  more  amazing. 

K.PFA  presents  two  programs  on  the  life 
of  the  amazing  Abbess  of  the  Benedictine 
convent  near  Bingen  in  Germany:  at  midnight 
late  Monday  night,  December  16th,  Maria 
Gilardin  presents  the  music  of  Hildegard;  and 
on  Monday,  December  23rd  at  8:00  pm.  The 
Feminine  Face  of  God  presents  her  mystical 
visions  in  an  interview  with  Matthew  Fox. 
Born  as  the   tenth   child   of  a  low-level 


nobleman,  she  was  "dedicated  to  God's  ser- 
vice" by  the  age  of  eight.  There  was  probably 
no  convent  in  the  area  in  which  she  grew  up, 
and  the  child  lived  with  a  recluse,  Jutta  von 
Sponhcim,  in  a  hermitage  affiliated  with  the 
Benedictine  monestary  on  the  Dissiboden- 
berg.  Over  the  years,  a  small  group  of  religious 
women  gathered  there,  and  eventually  the 
hermitage  became  a  convent  supervised  by  the 
monestary.  In  1136,  Jutta,  who  had  educated 
the  group  by  reading  scriptures  and  singing 
psalms,  died,  and  Hildegard  was  elected  as  the 
new  abbess. 

She  later  recounted  that  she  began  experi- 
encing visions  at  the  age  of  three  -  first  of 
extreme  light,  and  later  of  shapes  and  voices. 
While  both  Jutta  and  her  nurse  encouraged 
her  to  accept  the  visions  as  a  divine  gift,  it  was 


only  later,  when  she  felt  safe,  that  she  began 
to  speak  publicly. 

Needing  a  retreat  from  supervision  by  the 
monks  and  the  threat  ol  heretical  accusation, 
Hildegard  built  her  own  convent  with  the  help 
of  aristocratic  families.  By  1163,  with  a  sta- 
tute in  hand  from  local  church  authorities 
validating  the  right  of  the  convent  to  autono- 
my, the  right  to  own  land,  and  the  right  to 
elect  their  own  abbess,  and  a  document  of 
imperial  protection  from  Barbarosa,  she  was 
finally  safe. 

By  this  time,  she  had  already  obtained  the 
legalization  of  her  voice,  and  her  writings 
were  accepted  by  the  church.  Her  convent 
became  famous,  as  it  was  turned  into  a  place 
of  communication  and  theological  discussion. 
Hildegard  herself  had  a  reputation  Tor  out- 
spokenness. She  criticized  the  pope  over  his 
handling  of  the  twin  papacy.  She  argued 
against  admitting  all  social  strata  of  women 
into  her  convent  on  the  grounds  that,  with- 
out a  vow  of  poverty,  there  would  be  dis- 
sension and  envy.  She  insisted  her  nuns  be 
clad  in  white,  wearing  flowers  in  their  hair, 
during  holy  days:  a  stance  which  brought 
criticism  from  other  convents.  Late  in  life, 
she  fought  against  heresy. 

Her  writings  show  the  inherent  contradic- 
tions she  faced:  as  a  woman,  she  had  to  take 
a  subordinate  role  in  the  church;  yet  as  a  re- 
former and  prophet  in  an  age  of  corruption 
and  division,  she  would  have  to  maintain  a 
leadership  role.  Even  though  she  made 
Humilitas  the  queen  of  the  virtues  in  her 
mystery  play,  Ordo  Virtutum,  Hildegard 
was  herself  willful,  proud,  and  very  self- 
assertive.  When  her  male  superiors  refused 
to  allow  her  abbey  to  select  its  own  confes- 
sor, as  was  their  traditional  right,  she  de- 
nounced them.  She  got  her  way.  In  another 
instance,  when  her  abbey  was  punished  with 
a  church  ban  because  Hildegard  refused  to 
exhume  the  body  of  a  man  she  insisted  was 
saved,  but  whom  the  church  had  damned, 
she  vehemently  protested,  and  again  won  her 
argument. 

Hildegard's  visions  focused  on  clarity: 
when  the  shadow  of  living  light  touches  her, 
she  is  not  struck  speechless  as  one  might 
expect  from  a  mystic  coming  into  contact 
with  God's  light:  she  is,  instead,  empowered 
to  verbalize  her  vision. 

She  differs  from  other  mystics  of  her  age 
in  that  her  visions  were  objective,  and  did 
not  stress  her  own  personal  experience.  She 
saw  herself  as  a  prophet  chosen  by  God,  and 
the  form  of  her  visions  is  not  the  result  of 
a  sweet  embrace  between  soul  and  God,  but 
rather  "dunkle  Prophetie,  im  Stile  Ezechiels 
und  der  Apokalypse.  .  ." 

Because  she  omitted  all  references  to  other 
sources  in  her  writings,  attempts  to  find  spe- 
cific borrowings  remain  inconclusive.  While 
most  of  her  exegesis  is  grounded  in  church 
tradition,  there  are  some  notable  exceptions, 
such  as  her  reevaluation  of  Eve's  role  in  the 
fall.  In  fact,  for  Hildegard,  it  is  the  woman 
who,  from  the  incorporation  of  the  soul  into 


the  fetus  through  life  in  the  world,  spiritual 
rebirth  all  the  way  to  death  and  entrance  into 
heaven,  presides  over  the  transformations  and 
guides,  protects  and  helps  human  beings  de- 
velop. The  negative  female  archetypes  do  not 
appeal  anywhere  in  Hildegard's  vsions.  and 
despite  some  notable  exceptions,  womankind 
on  the  whole  lias  an  active  and  central  posi- 
tion in  her  theology.  When  she  details  the 
female  virtues,  the  special  position  of  Mary 
and  the  nuns  in  God's  eyes  all  testify  to 
Hildegard's  woman-identified  position. 

The  light  of  God  which  permeates  all  of 
Hildegard's  visions  can  only  truly  be  reflected 
to  God's  greater  glory  or  be  seen  when  it  en- 
ters solid  matter.  Thus,  human  beings  arc  not 
flawed  because  they  dwell  in  the  flesh,  but 
rather  more  perfect  thereby:  only  matter  can 
manifest  spirit.  The  unity  of  body  and  soul  is  • 
necessary  in  order  that  salvation  be  possible. 
In  this  way,  she  raises  the  status  of  materia 
(and  womankind  with  it)  to  a  superior  posi- 
tion. This  effort  is  quite  conscious  in  some 
cases,  but  also  extends  into  the  less  con- 
cious  use  of  matriarchal  imagery  to  represent 
the  real  creative  force  in  the  universe. 

Only  the  abstract  spirit  as  light  is  charac- 
terized as  masculine;  once  it  enters  the  body, 
once  active  in  the  world,  it  is  feminine.  The 
light  becomes  the  feminine  anima  in  the 
developing  fetus.  The  light  also  becomes  the 
Mother  Church,  which  bestows  blessings  on 
her  children. 

Mother  Church  can  be  viewed  as  a  late 
archetype  for  the  Great  Mother,  and  in  one 
specific  engraving,  of  the  woman  Ecclesia 
catching  Christ's  blood  in  a  chalice,  the  blood 
she  will  use  to  renew  the  earth,  one  finds  a 
close  parallel  to  the  fertilitj  goddesses  of 
antiquity  whose  sons  were  ritually  murdered 
to  renew  the  fertility  of  the  land  and  animals. 
The  idea  that  spirit  and  matter,  body  and 
soul  are  separate  and  opposing  principles  is 
totally  foreign  to  Hildegard.  She  describes 
the  human  being  as  a  focal  point  for  inter- 
action and  mutual  support  for  soul,  body 
and  senses. 

According  to  the  principle  of  parallelism 
between  the  human  being  as  microcosm  and 
world  as  macrocosm,  the  interaction  of 
powers  for  a  dynamic  harmony  appears  in 
her  description  of  the  cosmos.  The  universe 
is  pictured  as  an  egg,  and  the  circles  inscribed 
within  that  egg  represent  the  elements  (as  in 
alchemy).  The  earth  is  at  the  center,  balanced 
in  a  whirlwind  of  crisscrossing  forces,  pictured 
as  winds.  She  distances  herself  from  an  astro- 
logical view  in  which  cosmic  forces  determine 
human  fate  and  stresses  instead  the  interde- 
pendence of  humanity  and  nature.  Natural 
forces  are  never  diabolical. 

In  addition  to  her  writings,  Hildegard  was 
also  a  noted  composer,  with  about  75  songs 
in  the  collection.  I  or  Hildegard,  music  was 
the  highest  form  of  praise  and  the  songs  were 
intended  as  an  earthly  counterpart  to  the  mu- 
sic of  the  spheres.  The  largest  number  were 
about  women:  the  Virgin  first,  and  after  that, 
the  martyr  Ursula  and  her  11,000  women. 
The  music  is  not  '*pure  chant,"  but  rather 
combines  different  forms  along  with  folk-like 
elements.  It  is  generally  more  dramatic,  more 
personal  and  more  lyrical  than  that  found  in 
the  Gregorian  repertory.  The  songs  lie  in  a 
range  congenial  to  women's  voices.  As  with 
her  writings,  Hildegard  claimed  her  music 
came  from  visions. 

And  above  all,  Hildegard's  cosmology  and 
view  of  the  world  and  mankind,  despite  her 
social  criticism,  is  characterized  by  a  joyous 
it nd  positive  attitude  toward  life  on  earth.  Her 
view  on  human  sexuality  is  radical  for  its 
time  (Sex  is  not  evil,  says  Hildegard.  and 
because  sex  is  not  demonic.  Eve  is  not 
by  nature  evil  anymore  than  women  are  by 
nature  inferior).  Her  sympathetic  relation- 
ship to  matter  and  creation  give  her  a 
unique  view  in  the  medieval  world. 

It  would  seem-to  be  certainly  no  accident 
that  her  visions  were  tinged  by  the  light.  In 
an  age  of  darkness  and  distrust,  she  stands  as 
a  beacon  of  intelligence  and  creativity.

BYRON  BRYANT 
1923-1985 


On  October  11,  1985,  long-time  KPFA 
volunteer  and  staffer  Byron  Bryant  passed 
away  in  London  of  an  apparent  heart  attack. 
Byron  was  born  on  July  3,  1923  and  re- 
ceived his  Ph  D  in  Literature  from  Stanford 
University.  At  one  time,  he  nearly  joined  the 
Dominican  order. 

Byron  came  to  KPFA  in  1956  and  worked 
as  a  member  of  the  paid  staff  on  and  off  for 
the  next  four  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Public  Affairs  Department  as  well  as  a  reader 
and  critic  for  the  Drama  &  Literature  Depart- 
ment. 

He  also  had  an  extensive  collection  of  old 
78's,  and  other  staffers,  among  them  Gert 
Chiarito.  would  go  to  his  house  to  listen  and 
borrow  records  for  their  own  programs.  Be- 
cause of  his  collection,  he  hosted  a  number 
of  programs  on  "the  music  of  times  bygone" 
through  the  1960's. 

He  served,  during  that  time,  as  a  Professor 
at  St.  Mary's  College  near  Lafayette,  and  was 
head  of  the  English  Department  at  the  time 
of  his  retirement  in  1983. 

For  the  past  several  years,  Byron  hosted 
the  monthly  Periodicals  Revisited  program 
on  the  Morning  Reading.  He  also  served  as  a 
reader,  and  had  been  scheduled  to  read  a 
three-part  program  about  Thomas  Carlyle  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

KPFA  offers  its  condolences  to  his 
family  and  friends,  and  to  those  listeners  who 
appreciated  his  work  at  KPFA  over  the  years.

His  stops  along  the  way  include  Cafe 
Attitude'e,  and  the  law  firm  of  Femme  and 
Fey,  Swish  and  Dixter,  where  he  seeks  help 
in  his  battle  to  gain  custody  of  his  two  small 
boys. 

Scripts  for  My  Ex-Wife  are  written  by 
San  Francisco  playwright  Jerome  Moskowitz, 
based  on  story  ideas  generated  by  the  Fruit 
Punch  collective:  Bill  Bent,  John  Morrison, 
Gerry  Proffett,  Jon  Sugar  and  John  Wetzl. 
Moskowitz  is  the  author  of  several  plays, 
including  David  Schwartz  man  Comes  of  Age, 
which  details  a  boy's  desperate  attempt  to 
retrieve  his  long-lost  foreskin  on  the  day  of 
his  bar-mitzvah.

'A  CHRISTMAS  GARLAND:' 
On  Evening  Reading 

On  Monday,  December  23rd  through 
Thursday,  December  27th  and  Monday, 
December  30th,  members  of  the  Noh  Ora- 
torio Society  (Claude  Duvall,  Nancy  Lawson, 
Yusuf  Spires,  Tom  Wagner  and  Felicity  Wallis) 
will  read  from  Sir  Max  Beerbohm's  A  Christ- 
mas Garland  on  the  Evening  Reading  at 
11:30  pm. 

The  following  lines,  from  Beerbohm's  pa- 
rody of  Henry  James,  appeared  in  1912:  "She 
really  was  -  he  had  often  told,  her  that  she 
really  was  -  magnificent;  and  her  magnifi- 
cence was  never  more  obvious  than  in  the 
pause  that  elapsed  before  she  all  of  a  sudden 
remarked,  They  so  very  indubitably  are,  you 
know! '  "   Soon  after,  James  deflected  a  ques- 


tion at  a  dinner  party  by  motioning  toward 
Max  and  saying,  "Ask  that  young  man;  he  is 
in  full  possession  of  my  inmost  thoughts." 
Parody  as  criticism  lias  never  soared  high- 
er than  in  A  Christmas  Garland,  Max  Beer- 
bohm's send-ups  of  more  than  a  dozen  of  his 
Edwardian  contemporaries.  The  rant  and 
bluster  of  Shaw,  the  chilling  Utopia  of  H.G. 
Wells,  the  paradoxes  of  Chesterton,  the  self- 
satisfied  drivel  of  George  Moore  -  Max's  re- 
presentations of  these  authors  will  always, 
shadow  them.  The  Garland  is  woven  around 
the  common  thread  of  Christmas:  two  Gals- 
worthy liberals  discuss  the  ethics  of  giving 
crumbs  to  the  birds  on  Christmas  Day,  Frank 
Harris  explains  Shakespeare's  hatred  of 
Christmas;  and  Conrad's  South  Seas  trader 
learns  of  the  natives'  Christmas  feast  to  his 
deep  disillusion. 

In  addition  to  the  above-named,  Max's 
targets  include  Arnold  Bennett,  Rudyard 
Kipling,  Hilaire  Belloc,  Edmund  Gosse, 
George  Meredith,  G.S.  Street,  A.C.  Benson 
and  Thomas  Hardy.  The  Hardy  parody  deals 
with  The  Dynasts,  Hardy's  19-act  verse  drama 
of  the  Napoleonic  Wars  as  viewed  by  the  'con- 
trolling intelligences'  of  the  universe  (Spirit  of 
Pity,  Spirit  Sinister,  and  so  on).  If  our  reading 
of  Max's  parody  serves  to  introduce  this  mas- 
terpiece to  some  of  Hardy's  many  admirers, 
the  Spirit  of  Irony  would  be  amused. 

A  Christmas  Garland  is  not  beyond  criti- 
cism: Henry  James  thought  that  there  was 
something  "unpleasant  about  a  talent  which 
turned  altogether  to  exposing  the  weaknesses 
of  others.  It  was  indelicate."  Virginia  Woolf 
remarked  that  "Mr.  Beerbohm,  in  his  way,  is 
perfect ;  but  it  is  not  a  big  way.'*The  parody 
of  Kipling  has  rightly  been  called  cruel.  But 
the  Garland  remains  evergreen  and  free  from 
dust;  listeners  will  do  well  to  position  them- 
selves in  a  large  room,  so  they  can  roll  on  the 
floor  helpless  with  mirth.

FRITJOFCAPRA&THE 
ELMWOOD  INSTITUTE 

The  noon-time  Lunch  Box  program  of 
Tuesday,  December  10th  will  be  devoted  to 
a  live  discussion  with  Fritjof  Capra  and  Ernest 
Callenbach  concerning  their  work  with  The 
Elmwood  Institute,  which  was  founded  by 
Dr.  Capra  in  1983. 

Fritjof  Capra  is  a  theoretical  physicist  at 
the  Lawrence  Berkeley  Laboratory  who  has 
been  engaged,  for  over  fifteen  years,  in  a 
systematic  study  of  the  philosophical  and  so- 
cial implications  of  modern  science.  His  book, 
The  Tao  of  Physics  (1976)  demonstrated 
many  striking  parallels  between  ancient  mys- 
tical traditions  and  the  discoveries  of  20th 
century  physics.  As  of  June,  1985,  it  had  al- 
ready sold  more  than  half  a  million  copies  in 
English  and  has  been  translated  into  a  dozen 
foreign  languages. 

Capra 's  second  book,  The  Turning  Point 
(1982),  discusses  the  broad -ranged  implica- 
tions of  a  paradigm  shift  taking  place  in  phy- 
sics, biology,  psychology,  health  care,  eco- 
nomics, ecology  and  politics  which  foresha- 
dows a  transformation  of  our  world  view  and 
values.  His  basic  thesis  is  that  the  major  prob- 
lems of  our  time  -  nuclear  threat,  starvation, 
destruction  of  our  environment,  to  name  a 
few  -  are  all  different  aspects  of  a  single 
crisis.  This  is  the  crisis  of  perception  stem- 
ming from  an  outdated  world  view  that  is 
mechanical  and  linear  and  which  does  not  ac- 
knowledge the  fundamental  interdependence 
of  all  phenomena.  The  Turning  Point  hasalso 
become  an  international  best  seller  with  over 
250,000  copies  sold.  His  most  recent  book, 
Green  Politics:  The  Global  Promise  was  writ- 
ten in  collaboration  with  Charlene  Spretnak. 

The  Ilmwood  Institute,  a  Greenhouse  for 
New  Ecological  Visions,  was  founded  in 
order  to  facilitate  and  clarify  this  cultural 
shift  and  then  apply  the  new  awareness  to 
the  solution  of  social  and  political  problems. 
To  this  end,  the  institute  sponsors  informal 
gatherings  of  innovative  thinkers,  artists, 
policy  makers  and  grassroots  organfeers  in  or- 
der to  stimulate  dialogues  and  the  conception 
ol  new  ideas  and  strategies  for  cha 

Joining  Capra  in  the  studio  will  be  Ernest 
Callenbach,  a  founding  member  of  the  I  Im- 
wood  Institute,  and  author  of  Ecotopia.  Eco- 
topia  Emerging  and  The  Ecotopian  Encyclo- 
pedia for  the  80  's.

In  Vietnam, 
besides  Buddhism,  Confucianism  and  Taoism, 
there  exists  the  practices  of  a  shamanistic  cult 
not  widely  known  called  'Len  Dong.'  The  mu- 
sic of  this  cult  originated  in  Northern  Vietnam. 
The  musical  instruments  were  drums,  gongs, 
wooden  clapper  and  a  two  stringed  instrument 
similar  to  the  Chinese  yee-woo,  with  singing 
and  poetry  recitals  accompanying  the  music. 
Influenced  by  Indian  music  and  Chinese  opera, 
the  "Len-Dong"  music  has  developed  into  a 
very  distinguished  style  of  its  own.  Originally, 
musicians  performed  the  ceremony  in  the 
open  courtyard   of  a  private  temple,  with  a 
medium  serving  as  communicant  to  the  gods 
and  spirits.  Colorful  costumes  and  elaborate 
embroidered  headpieces  with  sparkling 
accessories  were  changed  according  to  the 
different  gods  and  spirits.  Large  paper  effigies 
and  multi-color  decorated  paper  boats  were 
burned  as  offerings.  Food  was  an  iimportant 
part  of  the  ritual  with  a  feast  offered  to  the 
gods  and  then  shared  by  all  participants.  But 
the  chosen  medium  had  to  be  on  a  strict  diet 
prior  to  the  ritual,  and  the  ceremony  would 
last  from  8-12  hours.
